Some Chicagoans have 
skipped the traditional recreational groups 
and leagues that make Chicago a summer 
playground in favor of starting their own 
niche social organizations.

Most days, Mina Turner plays the part of a 26 -year-old Lakeview resident, but

Mex appeal

The scene: De Cero, the almost 5-year-old 
Randolph Street spot from restaurateur duo 
Angela Lee and Susan Traina Thompson, always 
has billed itself as a “modern-day taqueria” What 
does that mean, exactly? Premium tequilas, avoca- 
do crema where other spots might settle for sour 
cream and, as of last week, a foray into the meal 
traditional taquerias rarely go: brunch. 

By offering Sunday brunch, De Cero’s also a rar- 
ity among its Randolph Street neighbors, most of 
which do enough Friday- and Saturday-night busi- 
ness that just thinking about French toast before 
10 a,m, probably seems taxing. 

But De Cero seems up to the task. The rustic, 
cantina-like dining room doesn’t suffer in the light 
of day; in fact, it’s considerably less noisy without 
the din of evening bar business and Latin beats 
bouncing off the ceiling. Chef Jennifer Brooks- 
Stadler’s kitchen, which offers its usual gourmet 
tacos and appetizers alongside the new brunch 
menu, ably adapts too. Though they were working 
out some opening-weekend timing and service 
kinks during our visit, most everybody seemed 
perfectly happy to sit back and sip fun brunch 
cocktails like pineapple-coconut water agua pina 


mimosas ($9) and fiery cdantro-rimmed bloody 
marias ($10) while they waited. 

The cuisine: Mexican breakfast favorites, such as 
huevos rancheros and chilaquiles, make up about 
half the menu, but this isn’t all predictable fare, 
De Cero is, after all, a place that tops nachos with 
duck and fills tacos with sauteed salmon and ahi 
tuna, Salsas are house-made, breakfast potatoes 
get a dash of cumin and even prosaic pinto beans 
benefit from a touch of bacon. 

One outside -the-box option is the horchata 
French toast ($9,50), two smallish slices soaked 
in house-made Mexican rice milk, slathered with 
brown sugar-cinnamon-walnut butter and served 
with blackberry compote. Another option: black 
bean cakes ($10,25) topped with chipotle crema, 
scrambled eggs and pico de gallo, 

De Cero doesn’t overlook the details, and you 
shouldn’t either. Order a side of cornbread ($3), 
and you get two crumbly wedges flecked with 
whole kernels and bits of jalapeno, or go for an 
order of melt-in-your mouth banuelos ($4), impos- 
sibly thin, silver-dollar sized fried pastries served 
with the same tangy and sweet homemade com- 
pote that completes the French toast, m, Kathleen

Susannah Grant, whose work on junk 
like “Catch and Release” doesn’t suggest 
she can handle a tale about mental ill- 
ness, homelessness, journalism and social 
action. 

The verdict: Why is “The Soloist” so cen- 
tered on Steve’s ambivalence about being 
the only person looking after Nathaniel, 
rather than about Nathaniel’s alienation 
and the social function of Steve’s sto- 
ries? The film suggests that all homeless 
people have mental illness and vice versa, 
presenting them not as a valued, over- 
looked part of the community but people 
who are different and difficult to under- 
stand. Foxx is good enough and Downey 
Jr. anchors moments of hard-hitting 
observation, but Wright struggles to visu- 
alize the elevating spirit of music and the 
crushing weight of hearing voices.

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Police record 
Chicago’s 
100th murder

Chicago police recorded the looth murder 
of the year Thursday evening, according to a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data. 

Adrian Thompson, 20, of Woodridge 
became homicide victim No. 100 after he was 
shot to death while driving a car in the 1400 
block of North Mason Avenue. 

It was the second time this month that a 
person has been shot and killed in the 1400 
block of North Mason Avenue. A 41-year-old 
man was shot on April 2. He died days later. 

Thompson’s death was the loth murder 
for Austin, which has logged more homicides 
this year than any other Chicago community 
area. Austin is the largest of Chicago’s 77 com- 
munity areas. 

Thompson’s death brought April’s mur- 
der toll to 32 deaths as of press time Friday 
Chicago police logged 47 deaths in April 
2008, according to a police report released 
this week that analyzed the 51 1 murders that 
occurred in 2008. 

Homicides are down overall this year. 

From January to April 2008, police logged

Researchers at National Taiwan University 
and the University of Arkansas parsed data 
from the National Health Interview Survey in 
Taiwan (where i in 4 children is overweight).

She’s Mt. Redoubt, Internet star. 

With her first eruption in 20 years. 
Redoubt volcano has reawakened just 
in time to ignite a new kind of media 
blitz— an explosion of immediate, online 
information that was hard to imagine just 
a year or two ago. 

Within weeks, pages about Redoubt 
on Twitter and Facebook became some 
of the most popular in Alaska. Even those 
who dismiss such social networking sites 
as silly can follow near hourly updates 
and scour photos of the eruption on the 


Alaska Volcano Observatory’s own Web 
site, which saw traffic boom a hundredfold 
immediately after Redoubt roared to life 
in March. 

And yes. Redoubt is a girl. 

It says so on her irreverent, unauthor- 
ized Facebook page, where more than 
1,500 people have befriended the volcano. 
They write messages encouraging her— “I 
need a little more ash in my garden”— and 
cursing her: “I hate you ... just stop.” 

Others swap photos they’ve taken of the 
eruption and plead with Redoubt to cool it 
as each new explosion threatens air travel 
across the state. 

The Alaska Volcano Observatory has 
nothing to do with the slightly goofy 
Facebook page, which is written anony- 
mously from the volcano’s point of view 


and lists Redoubt as a Scientologist who is 
“in an open relationship” and watches the 
Discovery Channel. 

Instead, the AVO Web masters climbed 
on board the Twitter train. Using their per- 
sonal computers or iPhones because the 
state forbids employees to log in to social 
networking sites, technicians launched the 
AVO Twitter page earlier this year as the 
volcano began flirting with another round 
of explosions. 

On Friday, the Twitter feed had more 
than 7,000 followers— including many 
who signed up just to read the latest vol- 
cano updates. 

“They have the biggest following of 
anyone in Alaska that we can find,” said 
Anchorage technology consultant and 
Twitter guru John Proffitt.
